DEERING FENCE IS RAZED 


RESIDENTS OF NEIGHBORHOOD 


STREET IN HASTE. 


Crowd of Men Removes in Evening Ob- 
struction That Harvester Company 
Built in Early Morning, Shutting Of 
North Leavitt Street and Alley—Po- 
lice Are Called, but Arrive Too Late 
Attorneys for Concerm Say De- 


etreyed Work Will Be 


Objecting to the high board fence the 
Deering Harvester company had built be- 
fore daylight across Worth Leavitt street, 
near Oakdale avenue, and across an alley 
nearby, a crowd of mien and boys gathered 
last night shortly after 9 o’clock and demol- 


‘ished the structures. 


While they were busy with axes and hatch- 
ets a patrol wagon load of policemen from 
the Sheffield Avenue Station was rushing to 
the scene, but the police arrived too late. 
Nothing but a pile of posts and boards re- 
mained of the two fenvres, and the only per- 
sons on the scene were two of the Deering 
company’s private watchmen. 


Watchmen Make Hard Fight. 
The two watchmen made a hard fight to 
protect the company’s fence, but were 
brushed aside like straws by the determined 


crowd with the threat that unless they -be- | 
haved it would go hard wtihthem. One of 


the watchmen found himself being handled 
so roughly that he broke loose from the crowd 
and ran to a telephone to summon the police. 

‘* Send the police’up here right away,”’ said 
the watchman In exciteil tones to the operator 
in the Sheffield Avenue Station. ‘* There 
is a big riot up here atthe works. They are 

tearing the company’s property down! Hur- 
ry up!’’. 

Captain Schuettler started the wagon load 
of policemen to the stene, and went along 
in his buggy with the belief that something 
serious was happening. Instead of finding 
a crowd of people, however, the police found 
only a wrecked fence and the Deering com- 
pany’s watchmen. 

The police returned to the station and the 
watchmen continued their vigil about the 
Officials of the company were also 
notified of the attack and an attorney of the 
company who went to investigate the trouble 
assured the watchmem and bystanders that 
the fence would soon be replaced. 

Early yesterday morning complaint was 
made at the Sheffield Avenue Police Station 
by a number of property owners against the 
erection of the two fences. They had been |. 
awakened during the night by the sound of ; 
hammering. 

Dispute About the Title. 

Building Inspector Hoyt set out to inves- 
tigate the matter. He reported that the 
alley, which is between Clybourn avenue, 
Leavitt street, and North Hoyne avenue, 
belonged to the city, but this fs not the po- 
sition taken by the offficiais of the Deering 
company. A further investigation showed 
that the company had stolen a march on 
the city as well ag the residents in the vicin- 
ity of the fence by filing a deed vacating 
Leavitt street, and then building the fence. 

“The city never had accepted Leavitt 
street as a street,” said James C. McMath, 
head of the Deering company law depart- 
ment. ‘‘Our plan was to fence fn the two 
deep clayholes at Oakdale avenue, where 
three boys have been drowned. When the 
people around there abjected we looked up 
the law and found we had a right to take 
possession of the west half of Leavitt street . 
from Oakdale to the river by vacation. The 
east half is acre progerty and is owned by 
the company. 


CALLS PULPIT LABOR FOE: 
IS HISSED FROM PLATFORM. 


Lieutenant Governor Coates of Colorado 
Angers Workingmen by His Denun- 
ciation of Pastors. 


Denver, Colo., April 7.—[Special.]—Lieu- 
tenant Governor Coates, at the invitation of 
the ministers, addressed them this morning 
on the subject, ‘‘ The Workingman and the 
Church.” ‘The address aroused so great a 
storm of indignation that. the Lieutenant 
Governor was finally pone to leave the 
platform. 

Hissing and cries of Stop,” Stop,”’ ‘Un- 
true,”’ and “‘ No, never,”’ greeted the speaker 


“as he arraigned the church for what he de- 
clared to be its attitudé against labor in favor | 


of the rich, till in a white heat of anger the 
labor représentative announced that he had 
finished, and left the platform, flinging back 
the remark: ‘ Ministers, like the rest, can- 
not bear to hear the truth.” 

Lieutenant —e Coates said among 
other things: 
 “ The workingman believes in bettering his 
happiness here, for a heaven on earth. He 
labors to be savedvrom a hell on earth, and 
gives less attention to a hell and a heaven 
somewhere else that nohody knows anything 
about. 

“And you wonder why the workingman 
stays away from the churches and organizes 
to fight his own battles. 
hand in hand with such an insttiution as 
Well, I guess not! You make no pro- 
test at a man’s laboring for $1, $2, $3, $4, $5, 
or even $10 a week. Can a human being live 
on that wage and be decent, following. the 
teachings of Jesus Christ? Can water run 
up-hill? 

“Few men will speak the truth when it 
hurts the man who pays their salaries. The 
same thing besets you that besets every 
other wage-earner. You know that you will 
lose your jobs, will be turned out of the 
church, if you dare speak the truth!’’ 

A dozen voices, trembling with anger, 
broke out in protest at this. ‘‘No, no! 
Ah-h-h,” ‘“‘A lie!” amd the ministers were 
rising to theif feet all over the room to de- 
fend the speaker for the word. 

“Ah, nothing hurts like the truth,” 
laughed the labor leailer. ‘‘ Ministers, like 
everybody else, can’t stand it.’’ 

A small measure of cheering, mingled with 
hisses, greeted this sally. But the Lieuten- 
ant Governor flusheil with anger at the 
shouted protests of ‘Tell it yourself!”’ and 
*“ Stop! Stop there!’’ and with a gesture of 
dismissal left the platform.

IS A QUESTION OF LAW. 


Louisiana Business Interests 
Strongly in Favor of Re- 
taining the Great 
Market. 


SCENES AT THE BIG DOCKS. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] . 

New Orleans, La., April 7.—[Special. ]~—The 
War department of the United States made 
its first move today to investigate the charge 
that the British government is violating the 
neutrality laws by conducting a recruiting 
camp in this city. 


As a first result of Attorney General 


| Knox's opinion that the situation should te 


examined, Colonel E. H..Crowder of Chicago, 
connected with the Adjutant General's de- 
partment, and now assigned to the Depart- 
ment of the Lakes, has arrived in this city 
to turn his official glass on the British officers 
who are supplying horses and mules for 
Lord Kitchener’s army. : 


Vexed Question to Solve. 

One thousand horses and 400 mules are 
pénned up tn Port Chalmette, ten miles out 
on the levee from New Orleans. Their 
status in internationa] law is the vexed 
question the War department has under- 
taken to solve. If the traffic in these ani- 
mals is found to be illegal, then England 
may have to answer for violating the neu- 
trality laws. If not; then New Orleans will 
go on reaping the harvest of dollars that 
began months ago, when the British made 
this city the shipping point for horses and 
mules for the south African campaign. 

Colonel Crowder tonight is resting on his 
arms. All of. the business element in New 
Orleans is watching him closely. He has 
outdistanced the instructions forwarded him 
from Washington, and until these orders 
arrive he will not act. Officially he is in the 
dark, but in the army circles at Jackson 
barracks and among the business-men of 
New Orleans there is no doubt. He is here 
to investigate and report to the War and 
State departments whether Eng!and is vio-. 
lating the neutrality laws, as General Samuel 
Pearson, formerly of the Boer army, charges. 


Three Transports in Waiting. 

In the meantime Port Chalmette is eol- 
lecting its new quota of horses and mules. 
At the wharves three transports are waiting 
to clear for Cape Town the moment the ani- 
mal cargoes are aboard. A “ committee ”’ of 
British army officers and veterinarians 
7 tiisy passing on the four-footed recruits that 
come in daily from all points of the Western 
grazing districts. 

If David Harum ever dropped into New 
- Orleans in these days, he would insist that 
be had arrived at the equine paradise. Port 
Chalmette—the name given to rows of brick 
stables and stock pens—is its center. Here 
are gathered together more samples of horse 
flesh than the most arent horseman ever, 
dreamed of. 

In the big corrals can be found everything 
that ever traveled about under the name of 
horse or mule. On the three waiting trans- 

ports are English Captains and seamen, who 
/ are hoping for one thing-that the Boer war 
soon will come to an end. They are also 
wondering about one thing—which end of 
this country must be scoured next to keep 
up the run of mounts for their brothers in 
arms who are fighting among the kopjes. 


Crowder to Act Tomorrow. 

In all this group no one will admit he is 
worrying about Attorney General Knox's 
opinion. They contend that it is a mere 
proposition of trade. What Colonel Crowder 
will do, he does not know. His army friends 
assert, however, that the Washington orders, 
‘due here tomorrow, will demand a full in- 
quiry. In that event a court of inquiry will 
be established at once and General Pearson, 
Governor Heard, Captain Eaton of the Brit- 
ish army, and others will be summoned to: 
give formal testimony and clear up the 
mooted point. 

‘““There can be found nothing that will 
stand as a Violation of the neutrality laws,’ 
said an English Captain, giving the British 
position. ‘‘ For three years shipments have 
been going on from here. First we had to 
use, any point available on the river front. 
Then we got the Stuyvesant docks. But 
these quarters were too cramped. Then Port 
Chalmette came up as a possible site fora 
shipping depot. It was secured and—well, 
you see the procession we have down here,”’ 
he concluded with a gesture, his hands 
sweeping the yards and stables. 


Colonel Crowder at Work. 

Colonel Crowder this evening inquired but 
briefly into conditions at Chalmette. He has 
found that the Port Chalmette railroad peo- 
ple claim to have full control of the land oc- 
cupied by the pens and stables. A photogra- 
pher journeyed out through the lanes of 
palmettos and magnolias this afternoon. He 
had located his battery, when a number of 
British officers charged him. A railroad offi- 
cial came to his aid and overruled the objec- 
tors. A half hour later the men of the Eng- 
lish army left, the doors leading to the rude 
rooms which bear the marks of ** Paymas- 
ter’s Office,”’ ‘‘ Purchasing Agent,”’ “ Super- 
intendent,” and other official terms being 
left wide open. All who wished had theright 
of entry. 

On shipping and receiving days this order 
does not prevail, however. Guards are all 
about the corrals. Colonel Crowder inves- 
tigated the court records pertaining to the 
suit brought by General Pearson in a recent 
effort to prevent the sailing of two trans- 
ports. The courts set aside the objections. 
It is found that nearly all the documents in 
the cases were forwarded to Washington 
as a part of Governor Heard’s report to the 
Secretary of State. Tomorrow, it is held,

CULLOM STANDS BY STATE, 


Washington, D. C., April 7.—[Spectal.]— 
Bucket shops won a victory in Congress to- 
day. The Senate backed down completely 
and by a vote of 36 to 19 agreed to take off 
the bucket shop tax as demanded by the 
House. The repeal: measure has now gone 
to the President for his signature. 

The Senate conferees, led by Mr. Allison~ 
| and Mr. Aldrich, both of whom were strongly 
in favor in the first place of the proposition 
to leave the tax on bucket shops, reported to | 
the Senate that in their opinion the House — 
would insist on repealing all the war rev- 
enue act except the mixed flour section, and 
would not at any time vote to retain the tax 
on bucket shops, which was notin the orig- 
inal war revenue act at all, but was enacted 
only last year. 

Further, the Senate confereés also reported 


| that the paragraph taxing bucket shops was 


so interwoven with the previous sections, 
taxing legitimate transactions on Boards of 
Trade, that it was more than doubtful If the 


- bucket shop tax could stand alone anyway-, 


In view of this fact the Senate by an over- 
whelming majority voted to sustain its con- 
ferees in taking off the tax on bucket shops, 
and thus permitting the war revenue repeal 
bill to go to the President practically as it 
was passed by the House, with changes only 
in its phraseology. 


Fight of Chicago Board. 

President William 8S. Warren of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade and Henry 8. Robbins, 
its attorney, left here on Saturday, still 
hopeful that the attempt of the bucket shop 
people to secure the abolition of this tax 
would be thwarted. In the process of their 
general campaign for the suppression of 
bucket shops as a “‘ form of gambling ” they 
had depended in great measure on this 
bucket shop tax and the consequent rec- 
ords in internal revenue collectors’ office. 

When a bucket shop man paid such tax 
he was, by that act, acknowledging that he 
was a bucket shopper. These records, it 
was expected, could be made useful as evi- 
dence in prosecutions. ‘They also gave the 
business the light of publicity. To this ex- 
tent, of course, the anti-bucket shop rie 
met defeat today. i 


Vote Along Party Lines. 

The vote in the Senate was largely along 
party lines, the Democrats generally voting 
to retain the tax on bucket shops while the 
Republicans voted to agree with the House 
in wiping out all the war taxes except that 
on mixed flour. Senator Cullom of Iill- 
nois was about the only Republican to vote 
to retain the tax on bucket shops, thus show- 
ing that the visit of President Warren was 
not without its effect. ~- 

Modt of the Republican tall 
part in the debate explained that they were 
personally in favor of retaining the tax on 


bucket shops, but they voted to sustain the 


conferees on the assurances of two such 
mep as Mr. Allison and Mr. Aldrich that in 
their opinion the House would not yield on 
this point, but would be perfectly willing to 
see the whole bill fail rather than to make 
fish of one and fowl of another method of 
trading. — 


Spooner Explains the Law. 

Senator Spooner of Wisconsin made a par- 
ticularly clear exposition of the law of the 
case. He declared at the outset that in his 
opinion there had been no one agency in 
this country which had led so many clerks 
and cashiers to embezzlement and to the 
penitentiary as the bucket shops. He took 
issue entirely with the Senate conferees as 
to the dubious character of the bucket shop 
paragraph after the others had been re- 
pealed. 

Mr. Spooner, who is admitted to be the 
greatest constitutional lawyer in the upper 
house of Congress, declared that in his opiri- 
ion the court would undoubtedly take cog- 
nizance of the repealed sections of the law 
in construing the paragraph about the bucket 
shops and that that paragraph could stand 
quite as well alone as if thé whole law were 
retained. 

At the same time Senator Spooner declared 
that he was obliged to bow to the decision of * 
the conferees, and particularly so in view 
of the fact that the bucket shop tax was not 
in the original war revenue act, but had been 
inserted last year as an offset to the tax on 
legitimate transactions in boarde of trade 
and exchanges. 


Usual Rule Is Reversed. 

As a rule, the Senate’s wishes prevail in 
conferences of this sort with the House, but 
in the case today Mr. Payne and Mr. Dalsell 
held fast to the position that the tax on 
bucket shop deals was unfair unless stock 
eachange and board of trade operators were 
treated likewise. 

The position of the Senate conferees, on 
the other hand, was that the tax had « 
moral value. While neither prohibitive nog 
oppressive, they argued, “It would compel 
bucket shops which do not do a legitimate 
business to make public proclamation of the 
fact by the use of revenue stamps. Inno- 
cent investors, it was argued, were warned 
by the stamps that they were not buying of 
selling, but merely gambling.”’ 


Details of the Debate. 

The conference report was presented to th 
Senate by Mr. Aldrich. Mr. Jones immedi- 
ately protested and urged that the Senats 
amendment taxing bucket shops should have 
been insisted upon. *

President William 8. Warren of the Board | 
of Trade. who has been In Washington with 
Attorney Henry 8S. Robbins leading the fight 
for the retention of the war tax on bucket 
shops, returned yesterday. While naturally 
disappointed at the action of the conference 
committee, he was not disposed to discuss the 
action of Congress nor to admit that it would 
have a serious effect on the board’s fight on 
bucket Shops. 

“ "There ig mot much that I care to say,”” he 
said. ‘There are cases where silence is 
more expressive than words, and this must 
be one of them. The fight is over, of course, 
as there is no reason to expect the Senate will 
not accede to the recommendations of its 
conferees. No, I do not care to say any- 


shop interests to secure the repeal of the tax. 
The Board of Trade’s legal fight on the 
bucket shops will not be affected by the 
action of Congress. In our suits to prevent 
the use of our quotations by bucket shops we 
have never had much trouble in establishing 
the character of their business.”’

“If the tax is taken 
from the regular commission business, I see 
no reagon why the patrons of bucket shops 
should be compelled to pay it. It seeme to 
me that this movement is a selfish one on 
the part of the Board of Trade to keep every 
one else out of the business.

After an Animated Meeting It Is De- 
cided to Remove the Restrictions on 
Attorneys in Selecting Candidates 
tor the Judgeships—Only Four Will 
Be Presented to Each Party, Al- 
though Larger Number Is Urged— 
Committee to Pass on Voters. 


The Chicago Bar association yesterday 
threw open the doors of its primary to the 
members of the bar in Cook County. The 
list ef lawyers in the county will be amended 
by a special committee and every lawyer 
who meets the requirements of the commit- 
tee will be permitted to vote. Eight names 
will be selected for presentation to the two 
party Central committees, four representing 
each party. 

Nearly 200 members of the Bar association 
fought out the question which resulted in an 
indorsement of the) action of the Board of 
Managers in deciding on the selection of four 
names to be presented to the managers of 
each party as candidates for the judiciary.

unwarranted and wholly illegal.’’ 

The remedy for the condition in which the 
city finds itself, he said, is in a fairer distri- 
bution of the tax receipts. He admitted that 


the average taxpayer paid enough. The city - 


did not get its just share. , 

Every effort should be made towards con- 
solidation of taxing bodies, the Mayor as- 
serted. The Drainage board should become 
& part of the City Water department. The 
Park boards should be consolidated. The 
city should have the power to increase its 
bonded debt. | | 

A constitutional convention, the Mayor de- 
clared, was the means by which to accom- 
plish the changes necessary to the city’s 
prosperity. It should be decreed at once, he 
declared, that the city would not tolerate any 
additions in territory, it not being able to 
meet the just demands of residents in terri- | 
wory recently acquired. | 


Draws a Somber Picture. 

The picture the Mayor drew of the city and 
its present condition was as follows: 

’" The average citizen knows something is 
wrong with his city government, and that is 
about all. He knows that for the lack of 
funds he is deprived of almost numberiess 
comforts and conveniences to which, being 
& resident of the second city on the con- 
tinent, he thinks himseif as a matter of right 
and justice entitled. The reason for the 
lack of funds he does not know fund does not 
understand, 

“ He sees a great city, whose energy and 
progress are proverbial, performing its work 
and caring for its citizens in a manner a 
generation behind the times. He learns his 
life and property are under the protection of 
an undersized as well as underpaid Police 
department, housed in stations which are 
not only architecturally a discredit to their 
immediate surroundings but are a positive 
menace to the health of their occupants. 

“‘ He sees a Fire department, famed in ail 
quarters of the globe for its efficiency as a 
whole as well as for the daring and enter- 
prise of its individual members, put to the 
alternative of either reducing the number of 
its members, already too small, or cutting 
the pay, already inadequate, of men who 
risk their lives day after day in their dan- 


gerous calling. 


Other Branches Crippled. 
“He sees a Health department, which has 
built up an international reputation for abil- 


ity, efficiency, and scientific research, ham- 


pered not only in progressive investigation 
but in every-day measures of protection by 
inadequacy of appropriation. 

‘“*He sees his garbage handled in a bar- 
barous manner, alike repugnant to intelli- 
gence, to health, and to common decency, 
all for the lack of means to install a modern 
and scientific method of reduction or de- 
struction. 

‘“*He sees his bridges rotting, falling into 


| the river, or going into disuse, while munici- 


pal poverty deprives the administration of 
the ability to replace them with new bridges 
of modern type suited to the present com- 
merce of the river. 

‘* He sees this commerce threatened, if not 
subjected to positive injury, by tunnels ob- 
structing the navigation of the river, and the 
municipal government unabie to remove or 
lower them on account of its financial diffi- 
culties. f 

Calls It “ Demoralization,” 

‘*In short, to whatever department his at- 
tention may be called he will find similar 
conditions, expenditures cut to the quick, 
permanent improvements arrested, an inade- 
quate force, reduced pay, and, as a result,, 
general demoralization. 

For, example, when 2,500 policemen em- 
ployed at $1,000 per year make in January 
what they consider a righteous request for 
an advance in pay, only at the end of the 
first quarter of the year’to find themselves 
compelled to take a month’s vacation with- 
out pay or permit between 300 and 400 of their 
fellows to be deprived of their positions, one 
should neither be surprised nor find cause for 
grumbling if in the Police department some- 
thing akin to demoralization ensue. 

‘These are stubborn facts for which a 
remedy must be found, and found quickly. 
The conditions have existed for years, the 
only change in them being a gradual mak- 
ing for the worse, until today they have 
reached a point where no resident of Chicago, 
be’ he capitalist, business-man, mechanic, or 
laborer, can afford to let them even stand 
atill; they must be improved, or Chicago 
from center to circumference will suffer irre- 
mediable injury, and every citizen, whether 
rich or poor, will suffer incalculable harm. 

“Where, then, is the remedy to be found? 
Personally; I do not believe a complete rem- 
edy can be had except through the instru- 
mentality of a complete modern charter. 
Were the sore spots not so many, legislative 
action and an occasional constitutional 


| which the Mayorsaid the companies operated 


amendment might work a cure. Chicago's 
case demands heroic treatment and heroic 
remedies must be applied: The only agency, 
which in my opinion can apply these rem- 
edies, is a constitutional convention.”’ 


Two New Traction Ideas. 

On the traction question the Mayor said 
that his views had been explained in special 
messages, and that it was unnecessary fer 
him to do more than call attention to two 
points which had not received attention, 
one being interest of the city in the relation 
of the street railway employés to the com- 
panies. 

“ In protecting the employé,”’ he said, ** we 
are in fact protecting the public. The city 
has the unquestionable right, if indeed the 
duty does not devolve upon it, of establish- 
ing some method of arbitrating labor dif- 
ficulties Nable at any time to arise between 
a traction company and the employés.” 

The other question was that of long trains, 


for the sake of economy, and which he held’ 
responsible for the blocking of street cross- 
ings and for delays in the service. : 
: The ideal traction system gives single 
car service,,”” he said. ‘‘One car service 
should be insisted,on in an extension ordi- 
nance and the train service should be ab- 
solutely prohibited.’ 


Other Points Covered. 

He recommended a trial of the creosoted 
block pavement in dealing with other feat- 
ures of the municipal work. He also recom- 
mended that changes be made in the civil 
service law giving the appointive power 
greater latitude in choosing from eligible 
lists and the absolute power of discharge 
where now he has simply the power to 
suspend, pending a trial before the Civil 
Service commission. 

The Mayor took occasion to congratulate 
the Police department upon the abolition 
of winerooms, and declared that no ordinance 
passed by the Council had such a noticeable 
effect on the morals of the community as 
that abolishing the winerooms. 

After the Mayor’s message had been or- 
dered printed, Alderman Bennett, chairman 
of the Reorganization committee, submit- 
ted the slate. It was passed with four dis- 
senting votes—Kent, Brennan, Conlon, and 
Powers. Alderman Brennan accomplished 
the enly bteak which was made in the slate 
by resigning from Streets and Alleys West 
and substituting Alderman Conlon’s name.

DUTCH FEELING ONE-SIDED.

THE HAGUE, April 7.—There is little 
faith among Boer sympathisers here that 
peace is imminent in south Africa. Hearts 
are hardened in consequence of the confer- 
ences held here and et Utrecht, and the Boer 
envoys and refugees are asserting in a louder 
key than ever that the war will last four 
years longer and that there can be no peace 
without independence. 

‘The credulity of the burghers in south 
Africa is matched by the assumption of their 
agents here that deliverance is coming from | 
Engiand’s foreign complications, when there 
ig not a cloud in the sky. 

When the three Boer commissioners were 
sent to America it was assumed that a goud 
case would be made out for the investigation 
of the military conduct of the war and that 
the shipment of supplies of horses and mules 

from the United States would be prohibited. 


_ Predict War for England. 

These illusions were dispelled when the 
delegates returned, but a new fiction has 
been supplied. Boer advocates are now as- 
serting that England is fatally embarrassed 
by the alliance with Japan and will certainly 
be drawn into a war of tremendous mag- 
nitude in the far East. 

Boer sympathigers are consequently jus- 
tifying an indefinite continuation of the guer- 
rilla warfare and forecasting the ultimate 
triumph of the cause of independence when 
British troops cannot be spared from the | 
larger theater of European operations. 

There is apparently no limit to Dutch 
eredulity! when anti-English feeling is 
aroused. ‘The Dutch were once the most 
astute neutrals in the world. They are now | 
the most aggressive partisans. When the 
radical government was in power the Min- 
isters were honest enough to confess that 
the future of Holland might be imperiled by 
the bitter hostility displayed against Eng- 
land, Some of them were frightened by the 
fact that Utrecht had become a base of op- 
erations against England and that Kruger 
had brought to Holland what gold remained 
in the Transvaal Treasury and was using It 
for the purpose of maintaining hostile oper- 
ations and .promoting foreign intervention. 
They were charged with a lack of sympathy 
for the Boers when they asserted that the 
presence of Kruger kept Holland in a state 
‘of excitement, and that it would be a good 
thtfg if he were to leave the country. 


Kuyper’s Open Support. 

Kouyper’s conservative government has 
been committed from the outset to a more 
active support of the Boer c , but its

There are the strongest réasons for be- 
ifeving that Kruger and his associates have 
not been in direct communication for a long 
time with the burghers fighting in the field. 
Kruger himself is old, enfeebled, and worn | 
and takes little interest in the negotiations 
now in progress. His associates control the 
action of the broken old man except in money 
matters, He retains a strong grip upon what 
remains in the war chest.

MALATESTA SENT 70 JAIL 


ITALY PUNISHES MAN WHO AP- 
PLAUDED M’KINLEY’S MURDER. 


Man Known as the Leader of the An- 
archists of the World—Declared to 
Have Been at the Bottom of Every 
Plot for Thirty Years Past—Has 
Been Exiled from Every Country Ex- 
cept England and Has Three Times 
Been Sentenced to Death,

ROME, April 7.—Enrico Malatesta, the 
Italian Anarchist, was today sentenced by 4 
court of justice to five months’ imprisonment 
for contumacy on account of certain articles 
applauding the murder of President McKin- 
ley, which were written for and published in 
an Anarchist newspaper. Malatesta’s friend, 
Sottovia, arrested on the same charge, was 
also sentenced to five months’ imprisonment. 

Malatesta is credited with being the world 
leader of the Anarchists of America and Eu- 
rope. For the last thirty years he has been 
concerned in the risings in Spain and Italy 
and was active in the Barcelona bread riots, 
the trouble in Milan. and the peasant revolt 
in Bicily. He has been expelled from every 
country in Europe except England, and when 
he left New York he went to London.. 


Brains of Anarchist Movement. 


The Italian police regard him as the brain 
of the Anarchist movement, and declare that 
he has been at the bottom of every Anarchist 
plot for thirty years past. Sicily, Spain, 
Italy, Cuba, and the Argentine Republic 
have all been scenes of his propaganda. He 
has been sentenced to death in three of these 
cdtntries for armed rebellion, and has spent 
some ten years in their prisons. Malatesta 
denies, however, that he had anything to do 
with planning the assassination of King 
Humbert.

Secre- 
tary Hay requested Henry White, First 
Secretary of the American Embassy jAt Lon- 
don, to visit Copenhagen and make unofficial 
inquiries. He gave to Captain Christmas a 
‘note of introduction to Mr. White, and the 
two men afterwards met in Copenhagen, 
where Christmas arranged for an interview 
between Mr. White and a member of the 
Danish government. 


Christmas Is Dropped. 

Christmas was not present at that inter- 
view and his connection with the matter 
ceased entirely from that time. Christmas 
returned to Washington, but Secretary Hay 
declined his proffered services in the nego-

PROMINENT CHICAGOAN EXPIRES 
AT PASADENA, CAL. 


Heart Disease Causes Sudden Death 
of Public-Spirited Citizen—Resident 
of City Over Forty Years, Identified 
with Real Estate Business—Deeply 
Interested in Civic Affairs and Con- 
nected with Many Public Institu- 
tions—Funeral at Residence. | 


Josiah Lewis Lombard, prominent among 
the public-spirited men of Chicago, died sud- 
denly of heart disease at the Evanston Inn, 
Pasadena; Cal., early yesterday morning. 
Mr. Lombard had suffered from heart trou- 
ble for some time, and last summer made a 


Accompanied by his wife, Mr. Lombard 
went to California in February to be in a 
milder climate during the late winter. Mrs. 
Lombard had started East, and was in Colo- 
rado Springs yesterday. Mr. Lombard had 
planned to reach|home on April 14,and had 
written to that effect. oie 

He was apparently in excellent health on 
Sunday, and his sudden death was a surprise 
to the members of the Chicago colony in 
Pasadena, many of whom were his intimate 
friends. The remains will be brought to 
Chicago at once, and funeral services will be 
held at his residence, 2001 Prairie avenue, 
either Friday or Saturday. Theremains will | 
be taken to Woodlawn Cemetery, near Bos-

Returning to Chicago, he entered 
into a law partnership with General Edward 
S. Bragg of the Iron Brigade, which lasted 
but a short time, as General Bragg removed 
to Wisconsin. * | 

Mr. Lombard abandoned the law, and, see- 
ing the possibilities of real estate in Chicago, 
went into partnership with Charies B. Saw- 
ver, who died a few years ago., His business 
in realty engaged his attention until his 
death, although he was President of the 
Security Title and Trust company for a time. 


Interested in Public Matters. 
His interest in real estate led him to be- 
come one of the charter membersof the Real 


in 1891. He took a deep interest in public 
matters and was a’ prominent member of the 
Civic federation, serving as President in 1898 
and 1899. In addition he was a trusteeof the 
Bureau of Associated Charities, Chicago Old 
People’s Home, Newsboys’ Home, and other . 
institutions. He was also a member of the 
Union League and Calumet clubs. He served 
as a member of the Committee of One Hun-. 
dred to attack the Humphrey bill, and was 
influential in securing the adoption of the 
Torrens system of registering land titles. 
Mr. Lombard married Susan T. Collins of 
Truro in 1857 and three children were born 
to them, all.giris. The first daughter, Ellen, 
died amany years ago.

THEOLOGIAN DROPS DEAD 


REV. DR. KENDRICK OF SHURT- 
LEFF COLLEGE PASSES AWAY. 


Had Been in Poor Health for a Year—' 
‘Was Dean of the Divinity School at 
the Time of His Demise and Was 
Connected with the Alton Institu- 
tion Many Years—His First Pas- 
torate Was in Chicago—Belonged to 
a Family of Educators. 


Alton, Ill., April 7.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
A. A. Kendrick, D. D., LL. D., dean of the 
school of divinity, Shurtleff College, dropped 
dead late this afternoon at his home in 
College avenue, Upper Alton, from heart 
disease superinduced by a stroke of apo- 

lexy. 

. Dr. Kendrick had been in feeble health for 
several months. On Feb. 7, 1901, he was 
stricken with apoplexy while standing be- 
side President McKay of Shurtleff during the 
chapel exercises in that institution. For 
some weeks his condition was serious. 

At the opening of the scholastic year in 
September last Dr. Kendrick again assumed 
the duties of dean of the Shurtleff school of 
divinity, and from that time had delivered 
lectures almost daily to the theological stu- 
dents. He is survived by a widow and five 
children. 

Belonged to Family of Educators. 

Doctor Kendrick was 66 years old and a 
native of Ticonderoga;'N. Y, He wasa jurist 
and theologian, as well as one of the best- 
known educators in the West. He belonged 
to the famous Kendrick family of educators. 
His father was Dr. Albert Kendrick, and his 
grandfather Dr. Adin Kendrick of Poultney, 
Vt. He was also a near relative of the Rev. 
Clarke Kendrick of Vermont, The Rev. 
Ariel Kendrick of New Hampshire, the Rev. 
Nathaniel Kendrick, D. D., first President of 
Madison University, now Colgate College, 
and of Professor A. C. Kendrick of Roches- 
ter University. 

Dr. Kendrick’s education was secured at 
Granville Academy, in Washington County, 
N. Y.; Middlebury College, in Vermont; and 
in May, 1861, he was graduated from the 
Rochester Theological Seminary at Roches- 
ter, N. Y. Before taking his. theological 
course, however, Dr. Kendrick was admitted 
to the bar and practiced law in Wisconsin 
and in St. Louis. 


First Pastorate in Chicago. 

His first pastorate was at the North Bap- 
tist Church in Chicago from 1861 to 1866, 
when he became the assistant pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church in St. Louis. After 
one and one-half years he resigned to be- 
come the pastor of the Beaumont Street Bap- 
tist Church in St. Louis, which he resigned 
after five years to accept the Presidency of 
Shurtleff College. 

Dr. Kendrick became the executive head 
of Shurtleff tn 1872, and continued his con- 
nection for twenty-two years, serving longer 
than any other of Shurtleff’s Presidents. In 
1894 he resigned the Presidency to accept the 
pastorate of the Immanuel Baptist Church 
in St. Louis, where, after five years’ service, 
he was again called to Shurtleff, this time as 
dean of the School of Divinity. During his 
first year as dean he also acted as chairman 
of the Board of Control, in whose hands the 
affairs of the institution rested during the 
interim following President Deblois’ resig- 
nation and the election of President McKay. 

For a number of years while President of 

Shurtleff Dr. Kendrick was a membér of the 
Board of Examiners of Rochester Theolog- 
ical Seminary at Rochester, N. Y. 
- Dr. Kendrick’s greatest work was done fn 
connection with Shurtleff College. Through 
financial stress, to which many of her sister 
institutions succumbed, Dr. Kendrick led 
Shurtleff, emerging with a vigorous and 
financially strong school.

SAYS CHRISTIAN SCIENCE | 


IS A RELIGION OF WORKS. 


Former Judge Ewing Declares Fewer 
Deaths Occur in Practice of His 
Faith than from Material Medicine. 


Christian Science was defended last night 
and also explained by former Judge William 
G. Ewing, a member of the Christian Sci- 
ence Board of Lectureship. Judge Ewing 
spoke to a large audience in the Second Sci- 
entist Church, Wrightwood and Pine Grove — 
avenues. Judge Chetlain presided. 

Judge Ewing declared Christian Science to 
be a religion of works, rather than of be- 
liefs, of demonstrations, ‘rather than of 
theories.

It is conceded that the practice of 
Christian Science has not been an unbroken 
success; yet, in the whole life of Christian 
Science the aggregate fatalities under its 
practice in twelve States, during a period of 
thirty years, are not equal to the deaths oc- 
curring under material medicine in any one 
week in the last two years in the Cities of 
Chicago and Greater New York.”

and thus to deprive the imhabitants of one of 
their principal sources of prosperity and

And now the British Consul at Naples finds 
himself in even a worse fix owing to the dis- 
covery that he is the author of the uncompli- 
mentary description of Naples in the recently 
revised edition of Murray’s handbook about 
Italy, in which the following sentence occurs 
concerning the Neapolitans: “ A clever and 
intelligent race, but devoid of all principles. 
The Neapolitan both lies and steals with the 
utmost effrontery.”’ ; 

So intense is the indignation which this dis- 
covery has aroused that the authorities have 
been compelled to guard both the offices of 
the Consul and his private residence with a 
large force of police in order to prevent their 
being attacked by the mob. The Municipal 
Council has passed a unanimous vote call- 
ing upon the government to withdraw the 
offending Consul’s exequatur, and the repré- 
sentatives of the City of Naples in the na- 
tional Legislature have given notice to the 
government of their intention to bring the 
matter before the House. In fact, the posi- 
tion of the Consul at Naples has become un- 
tenable, and he will have to be transferred | 
soon to another post. —

disgust and anger of the Austrian govern-

—that is by means of war—any alteration of 
the status quo in the Balkans as far as Al- 
bania is concerned, | 

For Austria naturally appreciates the fact 
that an independent and progressive Al- 
bania, or an Albania subject to the suzer- 
ainty or sovereignty of either Italy or of 
Montenegro, would constitute a grave men- 
ace to Austrian interests, since Albania, if 
acting in unison with Italy, would virtually 
command the entrance to the Adriatic and 
the access to the only seaboard of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Empire,

According to the cable dispatches the in- 
surgents have called upon Ricciotti Garibaldi! 
to proceed to Albania and to take command 
of the insurgents there, and Ricciotti is said 
to have signified his compliance with the 
request “ providing the necessary financial 
arrangements are made.” For Ricciotti dif- 
fers from his father in this, that, whereas 
the old patriot’s sword was ever at the dis- 
interested service Of nations fighting for lib- 
erty and independence, whether in Europe or 
America, his son, a mercenary in the worst 
sense of the word, does not fight unless there 
is money in it 

Indeed, it is difficult to understand why his 
services should have been invoked by the in- 
surrectionary movement in Albania, unless 
it be for the sake of the magic of his father’s 
name, which he, like his brothers and 
brothers-in-law, has done so much to drag 
in the dust. For Ricciotti’s own military 
career has been inglorious in the extreme. . 
True, he played a certain role in the war of 
1870 as commander of a regiment of guerril- 
las, which, fighting under the French flag, 
were far more dreaded by the French popu- 
lation t the German troops, owing to their 
depredations. 

It was the same in the Greek~Turkish war,’ 
where he commanded a so-called “ foreign 
legion,”’ fighting under the Greek flag. When 
I say “‘fighting’’ it is a mere figure of speech, 
for Riccilotti and his men did not do any 
fighting against the Turks, carefully avoid- , 
ing all encounters with the latter, but de- 
voted their energies to plundering the Greek 
peasantry to such an extent that the Greek 
government was forced to deport the whole

FROM HEALTH OFFICIALS. 


Contagion Baffles Efforts to Prevent Its 
Spread and Disease Is More Fatal 
than in the Last Seven Years. - 


“All conditions during this period of the 
‘year have favored an epidemic of contagious 
and infectious diseases,” states the Weekly 
Bulletin of the Health ent. “ Ofall 
these diseases only scarlet fever continues 
to baffie the efforts of sanitary administra- 
tion and preventive medicine. 


“It has beem and still is more prevalent | 


and more fatal in Chicago than at any time 
in the last seven years. Since the first of 
the year there have been 167 deaths out of a 
total of 7,318 from all causes. Last week 
there were 243 cases of contagious diseases 
reported, of which 162 were scarlet fever. 

‘““ Want of department funds has prevented 
the search for an antitoxin, and the depart- 
ment is forced to rely on its inadequate staff 
of disinfectors and placarders to do what it 
may to restrict the spread of the diseasse. 
To these Is being added the important serv- 
ices of some 6,000 public school teachers in 
pe cting their scholars in such habits of 

eanliness as cannot fail tocheck materially 
the spread of contagion.” 

Li Steps to Check Smallpox. 

Health department authorities are taking 
measures to prevent any more smallpox 
cases from reaching Chicago from k 
Grove, Wis. The Chicago and Northwestern 
railway company has been cautioned not to 
carry suspects from the lumbeg town, from 
which three cases have been brought, 

Hight cases of smallpox were removed to 
the Isolation Hospital last week. During 
the week twelve cases were discharged as 
cured and no deaths were recorded.

Cigaret smoke mingles with the perfumes 
in many a Chicago society woman’s boudoir, 
according to a leading manufacturer who 
caters to the feminine taste in the matter 
of paper pipes. 

‘* Hundreds of Chicago women smoke cig- 
arets,”” said the dealer, in response to 4 
query whether the habit to which New York 
women of fashion have succumbed has found 
any recruits in Chicago. ‘ When I came 
here, eleven months ago, I found a handful 
of feminine customers. Now I have fully 
500 among the best classes in the city, and 
by next year expect to have 1,000. 

“There is a demand among women for 
every kind we make. The special ‘ Ladies 
Brand’ is the best seller. It is a cigaret of 
about half the diameter of the regular size, 
but of the same length. But some of them | 
buy the longest cigaret we make,” 


‘Bear Monogram of Smoker. 

The dealer produced one of the latter, 
which measured five inches in length, and 
bore the initials of a North Side woman. 
Many women prefer cigarets bearing their 
monogram or initials traced in gold.
